The Federal Government has 
aided us very greatly in paying 
us for_planting cover crops. This 
aid which is given us helps de- 
fray expenses for planting these 
soii building crops, I think it 
would be possible Ù gain govern- 
ment aid in procuring fingèrling 
bass with which we could restock 
our pond. The benefits derived 
from such a program as the gov- 
|ernment has provided for us 
would be infinite. 

By ‘the use of cover crops, a 
béttér drainage and irrigation 
system, the restoration and en- 
couragement of wild life, beauti- 
fication’ of the home grounds, and 
the use of Federal aid, I am con- 
vinced that this farm would be 
more progressive and profitable
